As one of th’ prominent citizens of St. Louis, you'd 
think I would have known all about such an important 
governmental establishment as the Quartermaster’s 
Depot of the United States Army, but, in common with a 
large number of our equally prominent and equally 
uninformed citizens, I must confess I had noconception of 
the extent of the plant nor of the enormous volume of 
business it so quietly and efficiently transacts. You know 
how it is, brother; you and I are so durn’d busy with our 
paltry jobs that we think we haven’t time to even look 
up at the sky except to make a guess on the weather. 

I wonder why folks are so neglectful of th’ sky. 
It is marvelous. We call it the Heavens; we all, 
specially Teamsters and Hardware Men, con- 
fidently expect to go to Heaven some day, or 
night, but I reckon we'll feel like so many cats in 
a strange garret, f’r all we know about the outside 
of it. I ain’t up on th’ science of astronomy, but 
if you’ll sometimes spend as much as five minutes 
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lookin’ away from earth, which you and me and 
others like us have done so much to spoil, and 
gaze into th’ empyrean blue that arches over us, 
I reckon you'll thank me for makin’ at least one 
good suggestion. Try it. 

All of which is interesting, but a far cry from 
the subject I want to talk to you about. 


At the entrance to the depot grounds you will find the 
regular gateman, supplemented by 
a half dozen or more sturdy young £S> 
militiamen with Springfield rifles 57/} 
slung over their shoulders in a very 
business-like way. = 

Plenty of folks assume a lofty, 
superior sort of air when speaking + 
of militiamen; call them feather bed 
soldiers and so on, but not me, ‘= 7 (cage 
These boys may only be soldiers in - 
the making, but under their Khaki blouses beat hearts full 
of the most glowing patriotism. A soldier’s wage is no lure 
tothem. For the most part they are lads who have sacri- 
ficed education, positions and the luxurious comforts of 
good homes because they have heard their country’s call 
and answered instantly with no thought of the conse- 
quences, God bless al! these dear boys! God grant that 
they may truly serve their country and come safely home, 
matured by experience, sobered by discipline, but with 
their souls unsullied by the temptations that so thickly 
surround them. 


My horses’ hoofs clanked harshly on the well-paved 
driveway, my big-stake wagon creaked under the heavy 
load it carried and followed in the long procession of other 
vehicles, all bound on similar errands. 


After a somewhat tedious wait for my turn, I 
backed in to the receiving warehouse and a brisk,

Whilst I was waiting for the trucks and vans 
that had preceded me, I lit my old Pipe wae as 


Clark McAdams says, Sick a look around. The 
expansive depot grounds are well filled with 
office and warehouse buildings, rather out-of-date 
in style of construction, which is not surprising, 
because, as I learned later, they were nearly all 
erected a great many years ago. The brick 
paved driveways, clean and well kept, afford 
easy access to all warehouses and now-a-days are 
constantly crowded with freight wagons, which 
pour a steady stream of supplies and equipment 
into the big warehouses, from which an equally 
constant stream of out-bound shipments goes 
to the army posts and training camps where human 
preparedness is progressing at a wonderful rate. 
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What I saw interested me to such an extent 
that I asked the receiving clerk if I might be per- 
mitted to look around a bit more. “I reckon so,” 
he answered, “but you’d better see the Colonel 
first.” 


Leaving my team I went to headquarters as directed and 
in a few minutes was ushered without ceremony, into the 
Colonel’s office. 


Colonel Stanley, the Depot Quartermaster, greeted 
me cordially and not only granted my request, but detailed 
a fine-looking young captain to show me around and give 
me any information I might desire. 


In the few days since I thus met him, the Colonel has 
been called to Washington and it is whispered, assigned 
to foreign duty. I reckon that means France, and if so, my 
word for it, you'll hear big things of him. He is one of 
those quiet, penetrating men, just in his prime, widely 
experienced, a master of men, resourceful, with a be- 
wildering list of achievements already to his credit, and 
withal, a cultured gentleman of most charming personality. 

Much as I wished to have a real interview with him, 
my innate sense of propriety forbade such an encroach. 


ment upon the time of a busy man like him, so I toddled 
off with the captain. 


“Mr. Kinney,”’ sez he,—but I interrupted him. “Cut 
out th’ mister business, Cap’n, my name’s Mike—call me 
that!” 


“Well, Mike then, if it suits you better, what do you 
want me to show you and tell you?” 


“Everything,” sez I, “‘go as far as y’ like or as far as 
y’ dare; I want to tell the readers of the Gimlet about this 
depot and there’s no use in me tryin’ t’ pass them any half- 
baked stuff, they’re too durn’d wise f’r that, Cap'n. 
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“All right, Mike, “‘sez he, “I get you; suppose we 
walk over the grounds first so you'll the better 
understand what I have to tell you.” 


As we passed from the Colonel’s private office, I 
remarked on the number of clerks crowded into 
rooms thac seemed too small to accommodate 
them all. 

“That’s the solemn 
truth, Mike,’’ sez th’ 
Cap’n, “this building 
was until last year, the 
residence of the Quar- 
termaster, and occu- 
pied by Captain 
Williams, who ranked 
next to the Colonel, 
but during the activity on the Mexican border it 
became necessary for the Quartermaster’s Corps 
to keep in closer touch with the business of the 
depot than was possible with its offices in the 
government building at Third and Olive. This 
was the only building here available, so Capt. 
Williams moved out and we moved in. 

“For a time it was all right, but when the present 
situation arose and the depot had to expand at the rapid 
rate necessary, we have been simply compelled to do the 
best we could and so many additional clerks are required 
that there’s hardly room for a man to put both feet on the 
floor at once. 


“Now, besides Major Buchan, who ranks next to the 
Colonel and in charge of the depot in his absence, we have 
five captains of the Officers’ Reserve Corps on duty pur- 
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chasing supplies as rapidly as they can, and their work, 
coupled with the tremendous amount of detail involved 
under present conditions, requires all this extra help. 


We paused on the front porch to watch an exciting 
play on the ball ground. ‘‘Yes,” sez th’ Cap’n in response

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to my inquiring look, “we have had a regulation diamond 
laid out for the recreation of the guards when off duty. 
Yonder are a couple of good tennis courts, too, and the 
boys certainly keep them busy.” 


“Originally these grounds extended from the Mississippi 
River to Broadway and from Arsenal to Utah Streets, 
comprising a tract of forty-four French arpents, a trifle 
over forty acres. The land was purchased by the govern- 
ment for military purposes in 1827, at a cost of eight 
thousand, five hundred dollars and was designated as the 
St. Louis Arsenal, which explains where Arsenal Street 
got its name. 

“During the period from 1830 to 1836, while 
used as a Barracks and Recruit Depot, twenty- 
two permanent stone and brick buildings were 
erected around a large central plaza or parade 
ground and surrounded with stone inclosing 
walls 


“Along in the fifties Congress granted a right- 
of-way for street and railroad purposes paralleling 
the river. That portion of the grounds between 
this right-of-way and the river was retained for 
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the United States Engineer Corps to be used as 
a depot for river and harbor improvements and 
is still occupied by the corps for that purpose. 


“The remaining portion of the tract or reserva- 
tion continued to be used as an Infantry Post and 
was officially known as St. Louis Barracks. 


“St. Louis Barracks is of historic interest as the 
headquarters of General Nathaniel Lyon, who 
was in command at the outbreak of the Civil War. 
Here he mobilized the volunteer army division 
which saved Missouri to the Union. 

“After the war Congress ceded to the City of St. Louis 


the six acres lying between Broadway and Second Street 
for park purposes and as a site for a monument to the 


~ ~ 
memory of General Lyon, and is, as you know, called 
Lyon Park, one of the many beauty spots of the city. 


“In 1884, the Barracks was transferred to the juris- 


diction of Jefferson Barracks and for two years used as 
headquarters for mounted recruit service. 

“In 1886 by the authority of the Secretary of War, the 
entire remaining tract of about twenty-five acres was 
transferred to the Quartermaster’s Department of the 
gf under the jurisdiction of the Depot Quartermaster, 
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“The twenty-two buildings, with a combined storage 
capacity of 681,251 cubic feet, were, with some alterations, 
made suitable for storage and other requirements of the 
department. 

“In the succeeding fifteen years the natural growth of 
the business of the Depot necessitated the erection of two 
large temporary warehouses, which added 394,608 cubic 
feet of storage space and some subsequent additions give 
us a total of 1,133,381 cubic feet at the present time.” 


Whilst the captain was telling me all this we 
had been strolling leisurely along and I had 


noticed numerous huge tarpaulin covered stacks of 
supplies. “Cap’n,” sez I, “‘fr’m th’ looks of 
things I can’t help wonderin’ if Congress ain’t 
expectin’ you to count all outdoors as available 
storage space.” 

“‘Mike,”’ sez th’ Cap’n, “confidentially that is a 
mighty sore subject with us here. Our need for 
large additional warehouse space and modern facil- 
ities for handling the vast quantities of incoming 
and outgoing stores is only too apparent and has 
long been known to the Quartermaster-General’s 
Office.” 


“That bein’ the case, I’m curious to know why 
y’ don’t have ’em,”’ sez I 
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“That’s a question I can’t answer,” sez the Cap'n. 
“Under the direction of the Quartermaster-General, and 
with the approval of the Secretary of War, a careful survey 
of our need was made some years ago; plans were prepared 
for a modern six-story reinforced concrete structure eight 
hundred feet long and a hundred feet wide, fronting on 
Main Street and to have rail connections which would 
enable every line entering St. Louis to deliver cars direct 
without breaking bulk; also in order to utilize river barge 
service, an electric conveyor system was designed suitable 
to our needs. The total estimated cost amounted to 
$650,000.00. The senator from Missouri, with the 
approval of the authorities, entered a bill in Congress to 
appropriate this sum, but, I’m sorry to say that’s the 
last we ever heard of it.”’ 

“You have to wait till all th’ county seats get their 
hundred thousand dollar postoffice buildings and all th’ 
creeks and tiny rivers are duly locked and dammed, I 
reckon, eh Cap’n?” 


But the Captain was discreetly silent. 


Ain't it a durn’d shame th’ way th’ time-honored 
Pork Barrel stands in th’ road an’ blocks so many 
really necessary improvements? I happen to 
know of one small town in a pivotal State where 
a filled-in lot, far from the business section was 
sold to the government for a sum that broke all 
real estate records in the community and in due 
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time there arose on that filled-in lot a magnificent 
stone structure, adequate to the needs of a city 
numbering many times the population of the 
town—and what for? 

Why, my dear Gimleteer—just guess! Inci- 
dentally the congressman who put it over was 
re-elected by a handsome majority, despite the 
fact that his district is normally of the opposite 
political persuasion by a large majority. 

It seems to me that the business interests of St. Louis 
ought to raise such a howl and give this pigeon hole legis- 
lation such wide publicity that the persons responsible for 
killing it would be smoked out and made to realize that 
this is no time to monkey with such absolute necessities 
as this appropriation is required for-durn’d if it don’t! 

“At present,” th’ Cap’n continued, “the depot is using 
some large rented warehouses, and though inconvenient 
and expensive, we must do the best we can under the 
circumstances. 

“The Medical Supply Depot, which ought by all means 
be a close neighbor if not a joint occupant of the Depot, 
occupies buildings about two miles distant.” 

“What part of the army does this depot supply, Cap'n,” 
sez I. 

“All troops stationed within the limits of the Central 
and Southern Departments draw clothing, equipment and 
miscellaneous supplies from us. This, however, is but one 
part of the duties of the St. Louis Depot. All settlements 
of freight, express and transportation accounts for ship- 
ments consigned to posts or stations in these two military 
departments are made by this depot. We supply and 
handle accounts for fourteen main and approximately a 
hundred and fifty central and auxiliary recruiting stations. 
We are charged with the administration, supply and settle- 
ment of accounts of fourteen National Cemeteries and 
besides these we have numerous other duties to perform 
at the order of the general office. 
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“We ordinarily receive 3,000,000 pounds of 
freight and ship as much each month. Our dis- 
bursements during the past six months average 
close to a million and a half dollars per month, not 
counting the settlements of freight and passenger 
accounts which in this period closely approxi- 
mated $2,000,000.00. 

“Great Balls o’ Fire!’’ I exclaimed, ‘‘What all 
do you fellows buy, cannon, hosses an’ battle- 
ships?” 

Th’ Cap’n laughed; ‘‘No”’ 
sez he, ‘“‘none of these; the 
articles we purchase are small, 
but the quantity runs to large 
figures. We buy shoes, hun- 
dreds of thousands of pairs. 
“ You may not know it, but St. 
Louis factories make a large 
part of the army’s shoes and 
we get none better any where. We buy all sorts 
of army clothing; hats, caps, underwear, breeches, 
leggins, socks and so on. We buy tents, poles, 
slickers, ponchos, blankets, pillows, mattresses, 
sheets, mosquito bars and tent stoves. We buy, as 
you know, great quantities of hardware and tools; 
axes, shovels, picks, hatchets, padlocks, galvanized 
iron ware, stable brooms, forks and rakes and 
all sorts of miscellaneous hardware. 

“Subsistence stores for man and beast constitute 
another class of purchases which involves enormous 


expenditures; we buy of condensed milk alone, quantities 
that are almost incredible.” 
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“TI reckon,” sez I, “that you handle a terrible lot of 
gun powder, too, now-a-days.” 

“No,” sez th’ Cap’n,.“‘this depot no longer buys nor 
handles any munitions; that comes under the jurisdiction 
of the Ordnance Department. Until about 1904, we did 
keep large quantities of explosives at the St. Louis Powder 
Depot, which you will remember is still the name of a 
group of buildings in the northern part of Jefferson 
Barracks Reservation, some miles down the river from our 
depot. The buildings there, which formerly housed 
explosives are now used as warehouses by this depot and 
the Medical Supply Depot and are usually well filled with 
materials of less dangerous character.” 

“Well, say, Cap'n,” sez I, “how th’ div—, I mean 
dickens, do y’ manage t’ do all th’ work of handlin’ this 
stuff? Are y’r men all soldiers?” 


“No, indeed. There are only about a dozen 
regular army men stationed here; all the rest 
are civilians, but the strict discipline of the army 
prevails throughout the entire depot and we have, 
in consequence, a remarkably high state of 
efficiency.” 

At this point th’ Cap’n was called to head- 
quarters and I walked slowly back to my team, 
his last words ringin’ in my ears. 

As I drove my team 
up Fourth Street my 
thoughts were centered |{! 
on them two words: 
Discipline andefficiency. (95°5 
How inseparable they ¢ 
are! 2 : 

Discipline! Some- ; 
times I wonder if we Americans know even the 
simplest rudiments of it. 
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And because we all aspire to efficiency, I can do no 
better than to wind up this wandering account of a 
wonderfully efficient military institution than by placing 
a bit of personal emphasis upon the word which explains 
it, discipline. 

You know what the word means, even as I do, but did 
you ever try to write a definition of it? Suppose you try 
it right now, and when you have finished compare your 
effort with the following, which I have deliberately copped 
from the best available authority. 


“Discipline” it sez, “is subjec- 
tion to rule; submissiveness to control; 
obedience to rules and commands.”’ 

Listen, brother! Them few 
words contain a sane and certain 
solution for most of the diffi- 
culties of your business and 
mine; of your mental, moral 
and physical problems and mine. 
They constitute a whole sermon on the failings 
which keep most men far down in the ranks. They 
point an unerring finger at the weakest spot in our 
national character. 

We have so expanded and generalized the spirit 
of Independence with which every true American 
is born, that we have come to regard discipline of 
any sort as unwarranted restraint and are ready 
to fight at the drop of a hat, rather than to sub- 
mit. 

We do not discipline ourselves; we humor 
every whim of our pleasure-loving natures; we 
preach but do not practice self-control in the little 
things of life and in so doing destroy the very 
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essence of discipline in our influence upon others. 
How then, lacking discipline, can we hope to achieve or as! 
enforce efficiency in our business? 
Don't laugh this little preachment off. Don’t smile 
in your superior way at this new idiosyncracy of a plodding 
old teamster. But be man enough to stick a discipline 
peg in that well-filled dome of yours and think it 
through. 
Mark my words: Before this war is over you and I will 
have to learn some things about discipline we have never 
dreamed of and the sooner we begin the better. 
It was Cicero who said: 


He who obeys with modesty appears worthy of 
some day or other being allowed to command.”

Every common soldier in the British army is 
“Tommy Atkins.”’ How he first came by the 
name is the subject of a number of different yarns, 
but its origin doubtless may be traced to the one 
time practice of the war office of giving each private 
soldier a pocket memorandum book in which a 
record was to be made of the name, age, date of 
enlistment, length of service, wounds, medals and 
other similar matter concerning its owner. Along 
with each book, the soldier was given a pattern 
or form, to guide him in making the entries, and 
in this form the name Tommy Atkins was invari- 
ably used. 

London Times explains that Tommy Atkins was 


chosen by the war office instead of the usual John Doe, in 
honor of the brave private of that name, who when on 
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sentry duty at the breaking out of the rebellion at Luck- 
now, refused to desert his post and escape with other 
Europeans, and died ahero. His fame spread through the 
army, and all during the campaign any man who distin- 
guished himself by bravery or daring was cal’ed “‘a regular

The nickname of the Frenchman, particularly the 
French common soldier is “Johnny Crapaud.” It is 
said that it was first used in contempt by the ancient 
Flemings, the allusion being to the toads emblazoned on 
the early French coat of arms.

It was British sailors and soldiers 
during the Napoleanic wars who made the name Johnny 
Crapaud a permanent nomme de guerre for all French

After a time, edicts or ukases, which 
encroached upon the wild freedom of the Cossacks 
were issued and Mazeppa was so angered that he 
led a rebellion. Being beaten and made prisoner 
in the battle of Pultowa, he was tried and con- 
demned to death for treason but escaped to 
Turkey, where he died in 1709.
